Edito r o f The Co ngregatio nalist 
It wo uld seem that the wo rld 
is co nstantly needing either new 
standards o f living o r a new 
emphasis upo n o ld standards. In 
the crisis o f o ur natio n’s life 
during recent week s and mo nths, 
we have had vitally emphasized 
the fact that a natio n canno t 
ex ist witho ut standards. When 
men in industry , o r in business, 
even in the realm o f bank ing 
which is suppo sed to represent 
the highest ho nesty , fail to rec­ 
o gnize elemental mo ral respo n­ 
sibilities and regard fo r ho nest 
values, humanity invariably pay s 
the price. 
There is no t in life a separate 
department fo r religio n and mo ­ 
rality apart fro m the rest o f 
life. We canno t say o f so me de- 


partm ent o f life, “This is busi­ 
ness,’’ o r “This is po litics, and re­ 
ligio n has no thing to do with it.” 
The very eco no mic life o f o ur 
co untry , and its po litical life as 
well, are fo und to depend upo n 
ho nesty and co nsideratio n fo r 
o thers. 
* * * * 
When we seek standards o f 
living \fehere can we find a high­ 
er standard, o r o ne mo re direct­ 
ly applicable to life, th&n the 
stand&rd o f living defined by Je­ 
sus? 
No te so me elements in this 
standard in the present lesso n: 
First o f all, Jesus’ standard o f 
living had regard fo r little chil­ 
dren. 
Ho w 
sensible 
that 
is! 
What can we ho pe fo r in the life 
o f a natio n that do es no t pro p­ 
erly nurture its children? The 
y o ung o f to day will represent 
the life o f the natio n to mo rro w. 
Our building fo r to mo rro w is 
upo n the fo undatio n o f o ur value 


o f the little child. So when Je­ 
sus to o k the little children up in 
his arms and blessed them he 
was no t o nly setting us a wo rthy 
ex ample, but he was establish­ 
ing standards o f right living. 
So , also , in his teaching co n­ 
cerning the thing that is mo st 
wo rth while in life. It is no t 
wealth, even tho ugh o ne may 
have great po ssessio ns; no r is it 
even a fo rmal fulfilling o f co m­ 
mandments, tho ugh that may be 
very impo rtant. The thing that 
ultimately determines a m an’s 
life and character is that upo n 
which he will stak e his all. 
* * * * 
Is there so mething that a man 
lo ves mo re than life? Is there 
so mething that he lo ves mo re 
than wealth? That is the thing 
that is deepest in his eternal 
character. The rich y o ung man 
o f the lesso n, who had been 
faithful in the o bservance o f the 
Co mmandments, failed in this 


supreme test. His heart, after 
all, was centered mo re upo n his 
great po ssessio ns than upo n the 
highest way o f life. 
The disciples co uld no t q uite 
understand that the privileges o f 
wealth and riches co uld no t pave 
o ne’s place into the Kingdo m o f 
Heaven. 
They 
were 
amazed 
when Jesus sho wed that the 
standard was much stricter than 
that. 
If a mo ral y o ung man 
sho uld fail because his heart was 
to o much set upo n his wealth, 
who then co uld be saved? 
To this the reply o f Jesus was 
that all things are po ssible with 
Go d. 
Pro bably 
what 
Jesus 
meant by this was that in the 
pro vidence o f Go d the wealthy 
may have as much a part and 
place in the Kingdo m as the 
po o r, if they do no t mak e their 
wealth a barrier. But if a man 
wo rships his wealth rather than 
his Go d, ho w can he be truly 
go dly o r have any real place and 
part in Go d’s Kingdo m?

—The nine Scottsboro case Ne­ 
groes were on a bread and water 
diet today , after a jail mu tiny . 
They rebelled 
in 
the 
"day 
room" y esterday , where they had 
been tak en for ex ercise, thre a t­ 
ened their gu ards with clu bs im ­ 
prov ised from w ater pipes and 
light fix tu res, and refu sed to re­ 
tu rn to their q u arters. They said 
their rebellion was against m is­ 
treatm ent. 
W arden F. L. Erwin annou nced 
the rebellion of the men, ac­ 
cu sed of attack ing two 
white 
women in a case which has a t­ 
tracted international attention. 
As the warden approached, he 
said, the nine Negroes refu sed to 
go back to their cells, defied jail 
officials, and sent ou t a card­ 
board on which was 
printed: 
"Freedom 
for 
the 
Scottsboro 
boy s," and dem ands for "better 
treatm ent." 
Sheriff Hawk ins joined the 
warden and other jail attaches 
bu t althou gh two or three of the 
Negroes agreed to lay down their 
weapons others shou ted, “w ell 
die first!" and one cried ou t, -we 
will see the United States su ­ 
preme cou rt and settle ev ery ­ 
thing." 
Sheriff Hawk ins and W arden 
Erwin finally left the nine lock ed 
in the day room and the bread 
and w ater pu nishm ent was or­ 
dered. 
W arden Erwin said Hey wood 
Patterson, 19, recently conv ict­ 
ed a second time in the case and 
re-sentenced to death, was the 
leader of the rbellion. The m u ­ 
tiny , he said, apparently was du e 
to resentm ent ov er their being 
lock ed in a separate room on v is­ 
itor’s day . This, he ex plained, 
was necessary becau se they had 
so many callers the jail corridors 
were jammed.
